Several influential congression- 
al leaders have argued that as 
much as a billion dollars should 
be cut from next year's foreign 
aid spending. 

Mr. Eisenhower added few 
details to the Dulles testimony 
but his language was much 
stronger than previously used 
by him or his advisers. He 
called for separation of the mil- 
itary defense and military sup- 
port programs from the eco- 
nomic, technical assistance and 
emergency programs and advo- 
cated that the two types of mili- 
tary assistance be put in the 
Defense Department budget as 
a special item with the funds 
appropriated to the President, 
apparently to give greater co- 
ordination, continuity and flexi- 
bility. 

“In supplementing our coun- 
try’s defense,” the President 
said, “the tested and proven 
mutual security programs give 
the American people more se- 
curity per dollar invested than 


Foreign Aid ordinate its operations with ex- 


isting lending institutions” and 
“should not compete with or 
‘eplace such existing sources of 
credit as private investors, the 
International Bank or the Ex- 


port-Import Bank.” 

The President said the fund 
should be established and ad- 
ministered in the International 
Co-operation Administration. 
This recommendation is likely 
to be opposed in Congress as 
long as John B. Hollister re- 
mains head of the ICA. There 
were published reports today 
that Hollister, a Cincinnati cor- 
poration lawyer, intended to 
resign after the mutual security 
appropriations were passed but 
this could not be verified. 

After its establishment with 
an initial appropriation of not 
less than $500,000,000, the fund 
should also be allowed to bor 
row from the Treasury, the 
President recommended. As the 
borrowing countries move for- 
ward with the economic devel- 
opment programs, he said, he 
expected the fund would re- 
quire capital of $750,000,000 in 
each of the fiscal years 1959 


funds to help these struggling 
nations move forward could well 
become tragically expensive to 
every citizen in our country. 
“Our mutual security pro- 
grams have become, during the 
past 10 years, proven instru- 
ments of tremendous power for 
winning our struggle for peace. 
The proposals I have made for 
their improvement stem equally 
from the legislative and the ex- 
ecutive branches. I urge the 
Congress to join with me in giv- 
ing these programs the strength 
which the present and future 
security of our republic 
requires.”

Hoffa Enters Plea of Not Guilty 
in Wire-Tapping Case. 

NEW YORK, May 21 (AP)— 
James R. Hoffa, a vice president 
of the Teamsters Union, pleaded 
not guilty in United States Dis- 
trict Court today to a charge of 
conspiring to tap illegally the 
telephones in the Detroit office 
of the union. 

Two co-defendants, Owen 
Bernard Brennan, president of 
Teamsters Local 337, and 
Bernard Bates Spindel, a pro- 
fessional wire-tapper, also 
pleaded not gulſlty. 

Judge Lawrence E. Walsh set 
bail at $2500 each and sched- 
uled June 11 for the setting of 
a trial date. j 

Hoffa is scheduled to go on 
trial in Washington June 17 on 
a charge of attempting to bribe 
John Cye Cheasty, a New York 
attorney. He allegedly asked 
Cheasty to get a job with the 
Senate rackets investigating 
committee and to obtain secret 
information for Hoffa about its 
investigation involving the 
Teamsters Union.

The Senate committee changed 
this to require legislators to 
serve a minimum of eight years 
to qualify. They would then re- 
ceive a pension amounting to 
$10 for each biennial session 
served, with a maximum of 
$83.33 a month after serving 
nine sessions. 

Driver’s License Bill. 

A House-approved bill mak- 
ing numerous changes in the 
driver’s license law was ap- 
proved with amendments by the 
Senate Roads and Highways 
Committee. 

The amended version would 
increase the license fee from 
$1 to $2 and require the state 
to notify a driver by mail 30 
days before his license expired. 
It also would permit children 
over 14 years old to operate 
motor scooters from 9 a.m. to 
11 p.m. 

The committee eliminated a 
provision giving city police 
courts the right to recommend 
license suspensions. 

The Senate passed several St. 
Louis salary increase bills, but 
cut the amount of the pay 
boosts. It voted to increase the 
pay of the St. Louis coroner 
from $8000 to $9000 a year, 
after the House had approved 
$10,000 a year for the job. The 
salary increase for the sheriff's 
attorney was cut from $2000 to 
$1000, leaving the new rate at 
$4000 a year. Both measures 
must be returned to the House. 
The Senate also passed and 
sent to the Governor a bill per- 
mitting use of facimile signa- 
tures of the St. Louis Mayor 
on municipal bonds, to elimi- 
nate the present requirement 
that the Mayor personally sign 
all bonds. This is the first meas- 
ure sponsored by the city ad- 
ministration to be passed. Most 
of the others are buried in com- 
mittees and have little chance 
of passage. 


RADIOACTIVE DUST SPREADS 
THROUGHOUT PLANT IN TEXAS 


HOUSTON, Tex., May 21 (AP) 
— Radioactive dust particles 
which escaped in a laboratory 
March 13 at the M. W. Kellogg 
Co. have spread to other areas 
of the plant, company officials 
said yesterday. 
The newly discovered contam- 
ination, which resulted in orders 
to check all employes and ve- 
hicles connected with the five- 
acre site, was believed to in- 
volve only a limited amount of 
radioactivity. 
Willard B. Converse of New 
York, manager of Kellogg's nu- 
clear division, said the contam- 
ination was spread by labora- 
tory workers who carried the 
dust particles on their clothing 
or bodies. 
“This should not have hap- 
—_ but it did,” Converse 


The laboratory was closed in 
March when four of its em- 
ployes were found to have been 
exposed to radioactive isotopes. 

The M. W. Kellogg Co., a 
New York general construction 
firm, uses the iridium-192 in 
special equipment to check 
structural steel and other ma- 


terials.

PAY RISES VOTED

JEFFERSON CITY, May 21— 
A Senate-approved bill which

and sent to Gov. James T. Blair. 
The measure was passed 87 to 
37 despite warnings from op- 
ponents that it “will give the 
Governor complete control over 
the merit system and lead to 
a return of the old patronage 
system.” 

Representative A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), Clayton, minority 
floor leader, unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to amend the measure 
to eliminate the provision that 


Representative Richard H. 
Ichord (Dem.), Houston, ma- 
jority floor leader, supported 
the bill, contending that if the 
Governor is going to continue 
to be responsible for submitting 
a state budget, “he should be 
in a position to say the state 
employes are, or are not, going 
to get a salary increase.” 

City Collector’s Pay Rise. 
The House yesterday recon- 
sidered and passed a Senate- 
approved bill, defeated last 
week, which will raise the sal- 
ary of the St. Louis collector of 
revenue, Del L. Bannister, from 
$10,000 to $14,000 a year. 

The measure, which last week 
lacked two of the 79 affirmative 
votes required for passage, was 
approved yesterday, 95 to 37. 
It now goes to the Governor. 
In additions to raising Ban- 
nister’s salary, accomplished 
through a provision requiring 
him to collect the city earnings 
tax as an “extra duty,” the bill 
raises the salaries of all em- 
ployes in the collector’s office. 
The pay of the chief deputy 
and chief auditor and cashier 
would be raised from $6420 to 
$7620 a year, the deputy in 
charge of the water rates divi- 
sion would be increased from 
$5420 to $6620 and 10 cashiers 
would be raised from $4200 to 
$4800 annually. About 90 clerks 
int he office would receive $35- 
a-month increases. 

Jones opposed reconsidera- 
tion of the bill, terming the 
“extra duties” provision “com- 
pletely phony and as unconsti- 
tutional as all get-out.”

The recommendation for 
changing the zoning of the area 
from single-family residential 
purposes to multiple family 
usage was made by the Plan 
Commission in September 1955. 
Coibion said the master zoning

A 
new bill to rezone the frontage, 
bounded on both sides by mul- 
tiple family dwelling districts, 
was introduced last week for a 
third time by Alderman Anton 
Niemeyer of the Eighth Ward.

„When they say they cannot 
cut this budget without endan- 
gering security, it simply isn’t 
so,” he declared. 

“All the evidence is that the 
President has surrendered con- 
trol of his Administration to 
his advisers. It is my personal 
opinion that those advisers are 
Milton Eisenhower, Sherman 
Adams, Paul Hoffman and Earl 
Warren.” 

Asked about the possibility 
of a cut in taxes, Swigert said, 
“I am very much afraid there 
will be more talk than action 
in Congress.” 

Discussing the growth of the 
Federal Government, he de- 
clared: “We are now on the 
road to complete centralization 
of our government, and it is a 
very dangerous situation. The 
Federal Government has us- 
urped the taxing power of the 
states. Both parties have 
adopted attitudes and practices 
leading toward the all-powerful 
government under which people 
cannot be free.” 

Swigert said he found no evi- 
dence of a depression at this 
time, but increasing buyer re- 
sistance was evident. 

“Business has cooled off and 
we are in a rather serious profit 
squeeze,” he stated. “Most in- 
dustries are really concerned 
because their operations are 
down from a year ago. There 
is some anxiety and caution, but 
it should not lead to any panic. 

“Actually, we are still in a 
period of prosperity, but there 
is a growing realization that the 
cost of government and our un- 
wise system of taxation may 
affect economic conditions ad- 
versely.” 

Denouncing “the growing mo- 
nopoly power“ of unions, Swi- 
gert said: “The investigation of 
Dave Beck and the Teamsters’ 
Union so far has not touched 
the real problem. The basic 
problem is not that Beck may 
or may not have taken money. 
The real problem is the monop- 
oly power of labor.”

POVGHIATRISIS’ AID 
TO Matt As 


The St. Louis Social Malad- 
justment Unit, in which psy- 
chiatrists confer with social 
workers, ministers and law en- 
forcement officers on handling 
of delinquents, including sex 
offenders, was described today 
in a panel discussion at Mal- 
colm Bliss Hospital. 

Dr. Nathan Blackman, in- 
structor in clinical psychiatry 
at Washington University, said 
the unit had been in operation 
more than a year and offered 
a way in which psychiatry 
could be of help to other agen- 
cies in dealing with problems 
involving mentally disturbed 
persons. 

The Circuit Attorney and his 
assistants, Dr. Blackman said, 
have shown a co-operative and 
receptive attitude toward the 
unit, He explained that repre- 
sentatives of the Circuit Attor- 
ney's office attended confer- 
ences on specific delinquency 
cases. 

Dr. Blackman served as mod- 
erator in a discussion on sex 
offenders which was part of a 
two-day program on community 
psychiatric problems sponsored 
by the Institute of Medical Edu- 
cation and Research, an organi- 
zation of physicians at city hos- 
pitals. 

Concerning society's attitude 
toward sexual deviation, Dr. 
Karl M. Bowman of San Fran- 
cisco, former president of the 
American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion, said the harsh laws on sex 
stemmed from ancient Hebrew 
codes as handed down through 
the English common law and 
were strongly emotional in 
character. 

It is unquestionable that the 
public must be protected from 
sexual psychopaths who commit 
crimes of violence, Dr. Bowman 
said, but it should be realized 
that only a minutely small per- 
centage of sex deviates are dan- 
gerous. 

Dr. Bowman questioned 
whether harsh laws intended to 
curb sex deviation had any 
beneficial effect in stamping 
out practices they are designed 
to discourage. There is evi- 
dence, he said, that cultures 
more tolerant of deviation have 
less of it than does the United 
States. 

He noted that sexual psycho- 
path laws now on the books in 
26 states and the District of 
Columbia were tending toward 
an attitude that recognized cer- 
tain types of criminals were 
mentally ill, and set up proce- 
dures for treating them as psy- 
chiatric cases. 

Other panel speakers in- 
cluded Dr. Bernard A. Cruvant, 
associate professor of clinical 
psychiatry, Washington Univer- 


sity; Dr. Sydney B. Maughs, 
assistant professor of clinical 


psychiatry at the university, 
and William Rund, assistant 
circuit attorney. 

Rund said the law was neces- 
sarily concerned with protect- 
ing the individual. Psychia- 
trists on the panel emphasized 
the point that child victims in 
molestation cases were in some 
cases not so lacking in knowl- 
edge of sex as the law assumed 
them to be. 


TEAMSTER STRIKE 
CLOSES AIR FORCE 
MISSILE CENTER 


COCOA, Fla., May 21 (Ap 
J. W. Hughes, president of 
Teamsters Union Local 79, said 
today more than 1000 men had 
struck at the Air Force missile 
test center at Patrick Air Force 
Base. He told the Tampa 
Times the strike called by the 
Teamsters Union seemed to be 
100 per cent effective.

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Up to the Teamsters 


The firm, responsible and commendable han 
dling of the Dave Beck case by the AFL-CIO 
executive council stands in telling contrast to 
the approach of the executive board of the 
Teamsters’ Union. 

Insofar as both the AFL-CIO and the Team- 
sters are concerned, the Dave Beck problem is 
primarily ethical. The question of whether “the 
Teamsters’ chief has violated any state or fed- 
eral criminal statutes is a matter for action in 
the court of appropriate jurisdiction, in accord- 
ance with due process of law, 

But the question that the AFL-CIO felt an 
urgent publie responsibility to determine— 
and which the Teamsters have buried under 
an avalanche of furious protest about Beck's 
richts“ —is as simple as this: Is Dave Beck 
a fit person to hold high office in the trade 
union movement? a 

The AFL-CIO council's answer was a wnani- 
mous No. In the words of AFL-CIO President 
George Meany, “Whether Beck stole the funds 
or borrowed them, the record shows he took 
advantage of his position as a trade union offi- 
cial to use money belonging to dues-paying 
members for his own personal gain and profit.” 

Under these circumstances, the AFL-CIO sure- 
ly earned wide public support for its action. It 
dumped Beck from its executive council and 
from its list of vice presidents. In our judg- 
ment Dave Beck got exactly what was coming 
to him. 

But what of the executive council of the 
Teamsters’ Union? What has it been doing? 
Well, it did turn thumbs down on a proposal 
by the boss that it spend $1,000,000 to offset the 
bad impression he created in his appearances 
before the McClellan Committee. Instead it ap- 
propriated $200,000 for a “public relations” 
drive to protect the union against urinamed 
“predatory interests.” 

Part of the public relations drive has been 
handled personally by Vice President James R. 
Hoffa, himself under indictment. Mr. Hoffa 
has been spreading the word that “a Teamster 
official can be tried only under the Teamsters’ 


constitution.“ This line has been echoed by Hof-

fa's lieutenants throughout the Middle West, in- 
cluding St. Louis. 

And that is exactly the point that is high- 
lighted by the AFL-CIO action. If a Teamsters 
official can be tried only under the Teamsters’ 
constitution, why haven't Mr. Hoffa and the 
executive council moved to open the trial? If 
the AFL-CIO council can act without waiting for 
the convention, why cannot the Teamsters’ coun- 
cil act in the same way? 

The AFL-CIO council has found Beck guilty 
of gross misuse of Teamsters’ Union funds. Are 
the Teamster lieutenants going to close their 
eyes to this finding and to the evidence on 
which it is based? Surely a philosophy of re- 
sponsible unionism calls for immediate exam- 
ination of the evidence against Beck and prompt 
action on it. 

The Teamster bosses have never hesitated to 
try a.member of the rank and file. Witness 
the case of Don Cortor who was tried and 
expelled after leading the wildcat taxicab strike 
here last August—and without waiting for any 
convention, either. Is Dave Beck entitled to spe- 
cial treatment not available to the rank and 
file? 
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Where the Earnings Tax Went 

The extent to which inflation has gobbled up 
all the revenue of the St. Louis city earnings 
tax has been made depressingly clear by Mayor 
Tucker. The tax produces in the neighborhood 
of $8,500,000 annually. But in the last four years 
salary rises for workers paid out of the City 
Treasury have run to $10,700,000. This includes 
$6,256,000 for merit system workers in the mu- 
nicipal corporation; $3,696,000 for the state-con- 
trolled police department, and $758,000 for pa- 
tronage employes in the so-called county of- 
fices.” The municipal payroll has risen 25 per 
cent; the police 42 per cent and the county of- 
fices 25 per cent. And that in a nutshell is 
where the earnings tax has gone. 
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For Uniform Bars on Influence 
Since the defense industry is such a booming 
one it is not too surprising to find that 108 
former generals and admirals are representing 
contractors in negotiations with the Pentagon. 
But a Senate preparedness subcommittee, headed 
by Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, also reports 
that none of the three services have any- 
thing like similar rules on how former officers 
shall conduct business with the military depart- 
ment. The report praises the Air Force for its 
regulations, says the Army's rules are extreme- 
ly limited and points out that Navy has neither 
regulations nor registration provisions. 

The subcommittee has found a weakness that 
should be corrected. in fairness to all the serv- 
ices, as well as to guard against unethical prac- 
tices or improper influence. 
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The St. Louis That Can Be 


Can St. Louis ‘create within its borders the 
kind of tranquil, hymane environment that in 
large measure has motivated the flight to the 
suburbs? . 

The question arises from the recent public 
lectures here by Ian I. MoHarg, University of 
Pennsylvania city planner. In his view the 
twentieth century city is a place of “bulk and 
brutish ugliness” populated only by those who 
ure chained to it; if the city is te survive it 
must change its form. 

To Louis, struggling to adjust Mself politi- 
cally and eConomically to the demands of the 
times, what Prof. Mc seems to be saying is: 
Political reform is not sufftelent. The aesthetic 
and functional future of the city is of at least 
equal importance—perhgps even paramount im- 
portance. Who wants to live in the midst of 
blight and decay no matter how well he may 
be governed? 

Fortunately, St. Louls has been moving to 
overcome its aesthetic deficiencies. Within 
recent months, the City Plan Commission has 
developed a land use plan that eventually could 
give city citizens many of the advantages of 
suburban living. Some 16 self-contained resi- 
dential areas would be developed in place of 
the present arrangement of dwellings scattered 
everywhere. The new areas would be centered 
on parks and strips of green, tied together with 
expressways and insulated from industry. 

This plan, the first over-all land use program 
ever drawn up for St. Louis, is a guide to the 
city’s future development. Projects contem- 
plated by the $110,000,000 bond issue can help 
make it a reality, but the most effective voice 
still belongs to the people. If they once realize 
that the “bulk and brutish ugliness” of the city 
need not remain forever, they will demand and 
get a more livable environment; 

Two projects that are on the verge of execu- 
tion déwntown could spark new and pleasing 
growth in their immediate vicinities and in the 
city as a whole. These are the Riverfront 
Memorial, with the unique Saarinen Arch, and 
the Plaza redevelopment, downtown's western 
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anchor, Both the Riverfront and Plaza redevelop- 
ments are vital symbols of the St. Louis that can 
be, a city of elegant buildings, greenswards, trees, 
fountains and pleasant living. in short, as 
Prof. McHarg said, a place where man can 
“live the fullest, the richest and most stimulat- 
ing lite.“ | “of 
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Adm. Radford Applies the Brakes 

Having originated the “open skies” inspection 
plan, this country is in poor position to put 
the brakes on disarmament negotiations now that 
the Russians have partially accepted the “open 
skies” principle: We hope the members of the 
National Security Council will bear this in mind 
as they discuss disarmament policy this week in 
preparation for resumption of the London talks. 

Adm. Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, has made it clear that he for one would 
like to apply the brakes. His public statements 
about the untrustworthiness of the Russians and 
the need for skepticism about any agreement 


with them are evidently timed to influence 


those policy discussions within the Administra- 
tion. The Joint Chiefs’ chairman does not go 
into the arena of public debate, using inspired 
news stories and interviews, without a purpose, 
It is a fair inference that he does so now be- 
cause he feels there may be a little too much 
enthusiasm, both in the Administration and in 
public opinion, for a disarmament agreement 
at London. 

The views of Adm. Radford should of course 
be given full consideration, but it would be re- 
grettable if President Eisenhower permitted 
them to dominate the Administration's policy 
decisions. The President has frequently noted 
the “parochialism” of service commanders as 
something to be discounted in arriving at over- 
all policy. Parochially speaking, the military 


viewpoint will always be hostile to disarmament | 


and should be discounted with that in mind. 
That any disarmament agreement must be 
hedged with safeguards goes without saying. 
Every responsible official in the Administration, 
we dare say, is as much interested in securing 
those safeguards as Adm. Radford. But it would 


be a disappointment if his skepticism were to, 


change the official attitude to the disarmament 
talks from one of constructive hopefulness to 
one of pessimistic hanging back. 

The United States ought, on the contrary, to 
be seizing every opportunity for a striking new 
initiative in disarmament. Instead of looking 
around for reservations that will make agree- 
ment difficult, we should be doing everything 
possible to facilitate an agreement, however 
limited in scope the first step might have to be. 
This country cannot afford to let the impression 
get abroad that the moment the Russians come 
half way toward one of our own inspection 
ideas, we back away. 

There is good reason to believe that public 
opinion on disarmament is ahead of the Admin- 
istration. When Adlai Stevenson proposed seek- 
ing agreement to ban H-bomb tests last year, 
only 24 per cent of the people supported him, 
according to the Gallup poll. Today the poll 
shows that an agreed ban on tests has the sup- 
port of 63 per cent. Is this not evidence that the 
people want a strong initiative for disarmament? 
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On the Milk Bill 


Whether the retail milk price bill, pending in 
the Missouri Senate, could cost St. Louisans an 
increase of $250,000 weekly in their milk bills, 
as the Adams Dairy Co. has estimated, may be 
debatable. There seems hardly any question, 
however, that consumers would pay more than 
they are now paying and that it would be sub- 
stantially more. 

The legal guarantee of some profit margin to 
every producer gears the operation of an en- 
tire industry to its most uneconomical unit. That 
is a stultifying experience to the industry. It is 
unfair to the customers as well, for the same 
price that will provide a bare margin for the 
least efficient producer can produce profiteer- 
ing for the most efficient. 

As a cure for restraints of trade, the sponsors 
of this legislation are proposing what is in ef- 
fect another kind of restraint of trade. This is 
a dangerous piece of business, for the weapons 
of monopoly are quite often more skillfully 
used in the hands of monopolists than they are 
by independents.

First Test on Civil Right 

The first voting test on the Administration's 
civil rights bill in the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee shows, as expected, that the bill will be 
reported favorably if the Southern Democrats 
ever stop filibustering long enough to permit 
a vote. We suggest that Majority Leader Lyn- 
don Johnson has a responsibility to urge the 
Southerners to do just that. 

Five Republicans and one Democrat—Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee—combined to defeat a 
maneuver by Senator Ervin of North Carolina 
to cut the heart out of the civil rights bill. 
Voting with Senator Kefauver were Wiley of 
Wisconsin, Watkins of Utah, Dirksen of Illinois, 
Butler of Maryland and Hruska of Nebraska. 


‘Undoubtedly Senator Hennings of Missouri, who 


is in the hospital for a checkup, would have 
joined these defenders of the bill had he been 
present. 

On the other side, in addition to Ervin, were 
Eastland of Mississippi, McClellan of Arkansas 
and Johnston of South Carolina. 

The civil Aghts bill, setting up procedure by 
which the Federal Government could ask federal 
district courts to protect Negroes’ right to vote, 
should be brought to a vote at this session. If 
this means enduring a Southern filibuster on 
the floor, as the Judiciary Committee members 
have endured the equivalent of a filibuster in 
their sessions, then that will have to be faced. 

The Southern Democrats have raised a spur- 
ious issue in their demand for a guarantee of 
jury trials in all contempt cases arising out of 
civil rights prosecutions, The American Civil 
Liberties Union makes this clear in opposing 
the Southerners’ “jury trial” amendment, which 
the union sees as a move to “weaken the power 
of our courts to uphold the law of the land.” 
The only way to settle this and other issues of 
civil rights legislation is to bring them to a vote. 
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Citizens Guarding Our Waters 

Illinois, which already leads Missouri in water 
pollution control laws, now is énrolling citizens 
in their enforcement, as Missouri also could 
profitably do. Evidence of an offense—such as 
the ‘dumping of wastes by an oil barge—too 
often has disappeared by the time engineers 
and biologists can reach the scene, says the State 
Conservation Department. 

So fishermen, sports and commercial, are. be- 
ing asked to corral as much of the evidence as 
they can: The location, date, time; the names 
or numbers ef the boats or barges involved; de- 
positions or testimony in court; and, if — 
photographs of the offense being committe 
and samples of the polluted water.

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Refugees: a Bonus for Freedom

The telephones have stopped ringing 

at the Joyce Kilmer Refugee Reception 
Center at Camp Kilmer, NJ. The 
rowded quarters where 1000 workers 
rom 22 private agencies spent long, 
hectic hours processing more than 30, 
000 Hungarian escapees are silent and 
deserted. The 3600 officers and men 
of the United States Army who manned 
the installation have been reassigned 
to other duties. 

The Hungarians who made the long 
trek from their homeland, who crossed 
the woods and 
forded the streams 
of the Austrian 
frontier and even- 
tually boarded 
planes or ships for 
America, haye now 
become a part of 
America, assim- 
ilated into her 
towns and cities, 
factories and farms 
with remarkable 
swiftness. 

Only now ifs it 
possible to take 
stock of the 
achievement. The James P. Mitchell 
result is surprising in many ways, for 
America’s instinctive reply to the call 
for help has enriched her own econ- 
omy in a vital way. When the decision 
was made to open the nation’s fron- 
tiers to the homeless and suffering of 
Hungary, there was little if any thought 
of what would be received in turn. It 
is now clear that America has received 
a valuable economic bonus. 


Now, after the occupational charac- 
teristics and abilities of some 19,000 
employable adults have been finally 
recorded, we have discovered that the 
great majority—-72 per cent—were in 
the prime working ages of life between 
16 and 45. Only 9 per cent were over 
45. Furthermore, 40 per cent of the 
group were single, predominantly male. 


Finally, and most important, the larg- 
est occupational group—34 per cent— 
have skills currently needed in Amer- 
ican industry while the next largest 
group—some 18 per cent—are engi- 
neers, scientists, doctors and other pro- 
fessional people very much in demand 
in our country. 

The National Academy of Sciences 
estimates that the education of these 
Hungarian scientists, engineers and 
other university graduates represents 
an investment of over $30,000,000 

In a nation like ours in which many 


industries are feeling the crimp of a 
skilled-worker shortage, in which the 
development of a skilled-worker force 
adequate to meet the future needs of 
industry is a pressing concern, the addi- 
tion to the ranks of such workers is 
welcome indeed. 


That it was accomplished so success- 
fully and so quickly is a great credit to 
the seemingly tireless men and women 
who manned the huge program from 
Austria through Kilmer to American 
communities. 

On Nov. 21, 1956, the day the first 
escapees stepped foot on free Amer- 
ican soil at McGuire Air Force Base, 
the United States Employment Service 
had only two interviewers and one 
clerk at the Camp Kilmer Reception 
Center. By Dec. 1 less than 1000 es- 
capees had arrived. During that month, 
however, over 15,000 flooded the center, 
followed by over 13,000 more during 
January and February. 


It was only after the jam at Kilmer 
had been reduced and thousands of 
Hungarians were on their way to new 
jobs and new lives in America that an 
assessment of the country’s gain could 
be made. 

Of the 20,000 escapees willing and 
able to work, 5946 were craftsmen, fore- 
men or kindred workers. Over 4600 
were skilled operatives. More than 
3400 were professional and techrical 
men and women. Two thousand of this 
group were clerical workers. Of the 
entire lot, less than 2000 were un- 
skilled. 

These figures assume real meaning 
when measured against like proportions 
of the United States labor force as a 
whole. In a labor force of 70,000,000 
in 1956, only 9,000,000 are skilled. Pro- 
fessional and technical workers, 18 per 
cent of the Hungarian escapees, account 
for only 9 per cent of the United States 
labor force. 

In an economy short of skilled work- 
ers, the arrival of 18,000 of them out 
of the blue, as it were, is both a god- 
send and a responsibility. The respon- 
sibility lies in seeing the job through 
to its finish. 

Whatever the temporary problems, 
the outcome is already clear, Far from 
being dependent wards of American 
society, the proud Hungarian Freedom 
Fighters and their families, in the spirit 
of the greatest-of American traditions, 
are in the act of contributing their 
unique skills,, aspirations and native 
personality to the enrichment of the 
main stream of American life.

Perhaps the most weird of his world- 
wide manhunts for our ancestors cen- 
ters around his visits to Chinese med- 
icine shops. There, among the out- 
landish herbs and bitter mixtures, he 
found the “dragon's teeth” and “drag- 
on's bones” which for generations have 
been an Oriental cure-all. Some of 
these were actually the bones or fossil 
teeth of saber-toothed tigers and prim- 
itive rhinoceroses, Others Von Koenigs- 
wald identified as the giant molars of 
prehistoric man. 

Among the odder facts revealed in 
this book of oddities is a casual refer- 
ence to Ivar Kreuger, the Scandinavian 
match king and world swindler who fi- 
nanced much of the pioneer paleonto- 
logical surveys in China, including the 
finding of Peking Man. This incred- 
ibly old cranium, belonging to a youth 
who lived 300,000 years ago, became a 
prisoner of war to Japan. American 
Marines, bringing it back to the States 
to safety, had it in their baggage when 
they were captured in China. Since 
then it has disappeared.

Von Koenigswald got into the busi- 
ness of digging for old bones when, 
shortly after leaving college, he went 
to Java and there discovered a veritable 
bone bonanza. Java was where the 
Dutch digger, Dubois, had found Pithe- 
canthropus erectus, the partial skull of 
Java man. There, also, the young Ger- 
man beginner found fresh evidence of 
fossilized man. His discoveries, strange- 
ly enough, infuriated Dubois—accord- 
ing to Von Koenigswald’s version. Du- 
bois disagreed with his hypotheses and 
soon a lively feud flourished between 
the pioneer and his successor. his 
battle continued for years and reminds 
one of two rival prima donnas rather 
ny the stereotyped self-effacing scien- 

st. 

The writer not only roamed Java's 
hills and river beds but also has 
scoured the South African sites, visited 
the caves in China, and paid courtesy 
calls on all the great figures such as 
Heidelberg Man, the Neanderthal, and 
even that massive hoax, Piltdown Man, 
which deceived the world of science 
for almost 40 years. This forgery by 
a British amateur, Charles Dawson, 
more than rivaled the money manip- 
ulations of Kreuger. 

*  * * 

Occasional wit—by someone less than 
a scientist, they'd be wisecracks—en- 
livens the pages, which also are illus- 
trated by drawings and photographs 
of ancient brain-boxes. While the 
style often is light and informal, it 
does not quite reach the quality of 
Ceram’s “Gods, Graves and holars.” 

Several unscientific characteristics 
pop out—-Von Koenigswald's frequent 
dogmatism, often most authoritarian 
when dealing with his most imaginative 
theories. And those theories them- 
selves certainly evidence how much 
of paleontology relies on educated guess- 
work. You take a tooth and from it 
reconstruct a giant of times past eight 
feet high! Tall tales indeed.

Who Put the Clam in Senate's

WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) 
—Senators got into a dispute 
yesterday over one of their fa- 
vorite topics—the quality, quan- 
tity and price of food served in 
their Capitol restaurants. 

It started when Senator Paul

He said he knew the $30,000 
red ink item was caused by 
wage increases for restaurant 
employes, and he said he fa- 
vored those. He said waitresses 
who used to make 53 .cents an 
hour had been 4 to 75 
cents: and waiters went up from 
75 cents to $1. 

Douglas insisted, however, 
the way to pay the added costs 
was to increase the charges for 
the meals. He read from a menu 
to try to show they were under- 
priced. | 

For instance, he recited, a 
cup bow! of the famous Senate 
bean soup costs 20 cents. 

“I defy anyone to get a bowl 
of soup as geod and as big any- 
where for 20 cents,” he said.

We went into the 
Area through a narrow passage only wide enough to 
“permit one person to pass at & time and found our- 
“gelves among the beautiful house tombs of pagan 
i Rome. These had been roofed buildings in which 
hole families of Romans had been interred, some 
in carved marble sarcophagi and others burned and

un CONSTANTINE wanted to build on the 
hill, he broke in the roofs and rammed the interiors 
tull of earth to support his new basilica. And this 
i. rammed earth preserved the colors of the wall paint- 
ings so that they are as bright as when they were 
executed. Some of the floors are of beautiful mosaic 
recounting pagan myths. Parts of the old ceilings are 
still glowing with painted figures of gods and birds 
and animals.

THE EXCAVATION has been carried out under the 
= greatest difficulty, for overhead is the enormous 
Structure of St. Peter's with its great columns and its 
dome designed by Michelangelo. In the narrow space 
ot the digging, arches of reinforced concrete had to 
de put in place to support the weight before the earth 

Zould be moved. It was done little by little and inch 

by inch, and in a space where even now the passages 

are little wider than a man's body. And once the sup 
ports were in place, the earth was removed bit by 
bit until the tombs were exposed and all the richness 
of life and death exposed. And then came the problem 
of all excavations, water. The ancient conduits were 
still in place to carry off the rain water from the 
hill, but many of them were plugged up and had to 
de cleared. And humidity so far under ground would 
have removed the brilliant colors of the tombs almost 
immediately. Huge electric heaters had to be installed 
to keep them dry. We moved along where the exca- 
vators had gone and they must have done a great deal 
„of their digging lying on the ground and passing the 
~@ baskets of earth out behind them. And behind them 
were the scholars with the plans and histories and 
' @ speculations. And then, directly under the high altar 
ot St. Peter's they discovered the trophy set over the 
traditional grave of St. Peter. We could look into a 
small aperture and see the little columns which once 
supported the shrine even before Constantine built 
his church.

IS IT the actual site of the grave of St. Peter? 
There are volumes of arguments for and against, but 
certainly many generations have believed that here 
the apostle was buried after he was beheaded in the 
gardens of Nero. Certainly the 4 was set up over 

his supposed grave very early in Christian era by 
people who were convinced that this was the place. 
In the narrow places deep in the earth, with the real 
physical odor of antiquity in the air, a strange feeling 
came to me of being suspended in time, of belonging 
to no time. Very near to where I stood, the Christian 
;. martyrs were slaughtered in the gardens of Nero and 
their distorted bodies perhaps flung into a common 
rave. They were the examples of devotion out of 
-which the world-changing structure grew. But it 
seemed to me that it was not the killed who created 
a new world, who first resisted, then fought, then 
destroyed the pagan world, It was the living ones, 
the members of the hunted communities, the planners, 
the preservers, the rememberers, the survivors who 
really changed the world. It was strange, coming out 
ot deep passages into the brilliant sun of Rome, a very 
hard feeling to write about—perhaps impossible. Of 
course, I went immediately to books. And there is 
one excellent book written by Jocelyn Toynbee and 
= John Ward Perkins. It is called “The Shrine of St. 
Peter“ and it was published in 1956 by Longman's 
Im London. It contains an account of the whole exca- 
vation and has many drawings and photographs and 
it is dedicated “To The Vatican Excavators.”
